HlH speech which llkons the New Denl to 
Iho rclgn ot Dioclctliin la prefaced with "a 
cositaLlon on Cacmr nnd the Third Term." 
Cae.sjir. he points out, played lo the crowd 
and became a popular Idol, Ho Joined forces 
wivh ratSlcnl pdtUca and as soon ub he come 
into full power the Roman constitution ceas- 
ed to oxixl. 

Caesitr spent tax money lavishly. He pro- 
vided publle cnlertalnnienl like WPA theaters 
and Hpoii.sorfd many projects to "relieve un- 
employment." He also proposed a, dltfcst ol nil 
law.s, founded llbrarlca, drained marshes. 
l5ulU dams, enlarged harbors and du(,' canals. 
In a "Rreut omcrBcncy" he took Btcp.s to ro- 
Mtore nfirlculturo. Ho even changed the calen- 
dar. As his spoils system spread throu(;lio(it 
the republic, ho became so popular with the 
people that the Roman senate granted him 
the sole right of disposal of funds from the 
public treasury. 

Under Julius Caeaor the power of tlio 
Roman senate declined — his followers no 
cmasculntcd It that It became but a symbol. 

"The past la the only criterion by which we 
may anticipate the future," said Speaker 
Rand. "The chaotic times in which we strive 
for a planned economy have many counter- 
parL^ m history. 

'■There Is nothing new In planned economy. 
From tho time of which we have any record, 
attempts have been made In every civiliza- 
tion ... to provide short-cuts to social 
security and perpetual prosperity, 

"There Isn't anything In the New Deal's 
controlled economy that wna not tried out 
flr-st by the Caesara except Harry Hopkins' 
privy program. And the only Idea promoted 
by the Romans not tmdcrtaken by WPA was 
public baths." 

Diocletian who became emperor of Komo 
In 284 A. D. was one of the "super-super plan- 
ned economizers ot all history." according 
lo Band. 

"Dloclctlnn was of the opinion that social 
.security could bo pormnnently established 
and the economy of the empire -forever sta- 
bilized by the creation of federal bureaus and 
commlealons. He wa.^ vested with absolute 
authority and ho fixed by decree .... the 
Intricate processes of society. 

"Prices of all commodities, wages and other 
activities of tho people were in complete con- ■ 
trol of tho state. Price ceilings were engraved 
on tablets of stone and set up In tho market 
places. In all 800 articles were Included In tho 
edict. Home flourished with tho multiplicity 
of bureaus and coordinators, and there were 
as many stone-cutters in Roma as there are 
stenographers in Washington. 

"What happened to this strange experi- 
ment, this effort to socialize nnd regiment an 
empire? Diocletian failed to reckon with one 
significant fact, that neither ho nor all his 
legions could control humrfli nature. 

"Black markets flourished, production 
stopped, absenteeism becnme common with 
labor, merchants closed their marts, com- 
pctlUon disappeared, latmers ccasEd to till 
their land, society became decadent. Individ- 
ual freedom was destroyed. Initiative perish- 
ed, authoritative regulation crushed ' ambi- 
tion in the masses, nnd the Roman empire col- 
lapsed, followed by a thousand years known 
as the Park Ages." 
Wo hear a lot of loose talk about freedom 
■ in these times. Rand pointed out, "and actu- 
ally have less of It than we have ever known 
before. There Is more talk of security and less 
security than America has ever experienced. 
Freedom of speech nnd religion were bought 
with patriots' blood. Freedom from want and 
fear were voiced by a planned economizer 
who for ten years has limped along the path 
where. Diocletian stumbled. Under democ- 
racy's dispensation, they (these four free- 
doms) would more likely be freedom for poli- 
ticians, freedom for spendthrifts, freedom 
for bureaucrats and freedom for crackpots. 

"Certainly we shall not find freedom from 
want and fear along tho path ot politically 
planned economy. Freedom from want and 
fear arc the fruits of the freedom to produce. 
Every planned economy . . . has ultimately 
^ led to poverty and fear. Educated fools who 
would build a fool-proof world, build instead 
a fool's paradise.
